future. 
If a reasonably large piece of 
ground is asked by the pottery and 
th e track m ust be forced to tile edge 
of tile river the city will have a pretty 
Pill to pay for the creation of a foun­ 
dation. 
T hen it is possible th a t the 
expens • will not be as 
great 
as 
is anticipated. 
Mr. L augh lin was not in his office 
when a N ew s R e v ie w reporter called 
this afternoon, but Mr. W ell- stated 
that the capacity of the plant would 
he Increased 50 tier cen t should th e 
business of this year warrant the ex ­ 
tension. 
If tile work is done, it will 
be in the com in g spring, arid about 50 
feet of ground i- needed. T h is reaches 
to th e river in som e places, while at 
others it leaves a small margin. 
T he 
number of kilns have not been de­ 
cided upon, th a t being one of th e 
questions to consider after the decis­ 
ion is made. 
W hile the city cannot but look with 
favor upon t he enlargem en t of the 
plant, since it will afford em ploym ent 
for many men, it cannot but wonder 
where council will get th e money to

Ute in a bath containing .25 per cent 
of nitrate of soda, strongly acidulated 
by nitric or hydrochloric acid.

another washing, and w hile the tissue 
is still moist, or after it has been dried 
in th" dark, the photographic negative 
plates to 
ls» reproduced are applied 
•bove, and the whole exposed to the 
light, on a clear day aud in brilliant 
sunlight half a m inute exposure sufflo 
ing, hut on a dull day 80 minutes being 
required. 
After the lapse of tho neces­ 
sary time, a sm all piece of tissuu el* 
posed tieing used as a test of the print­ 
ing, the tissue is plunged into the do- 
v<doping hath; if not, it is placed in 
the dark, the development being carried 
out as for colors dyed in wool.

ing, fam iliar to all, the color is devel­ 
oped in this method at the sjsitH where 
tho plates have prevented the action of 
the light, w hile it is not developed else­ 
where, and interesting work is the re­ 
sult — New York Hun.
